The doc- 
uments state Gitchoff, Wilkins 
and B.C. Gitcho own two land 
parcels involved in the rezoning. 

On Feb, 12, Gitchoff, commis- 
sion members and commission 
Chairman Phillip Theis voted to 
rezone the property. 

Both parcels were needed to 
meet a one-acre minimum 
requirement for rezoning to 
‘“‘neighborhood commercial’’ 
from residentia’ 

When the petition was present- 
‘ed_to the commission Feb. 12, 
““Mr. Gitchoff stated that he has 
no interest in the property; he 
‘delivered a deed of conveyance 2 
‘years ago to Mr. B. C. Gitcho,” 
saccording to Plan Commission 
minutes.

Perjak proposes special permits

GRANITE. hci rg A pro- 
posal int speci use zon- 
ing permite was made Tuesday 
by 4th Ward Alderwoman Shar- 
on Perjak. 

Perjak made the proposal at 
a special meeting of the Gran- 
ite City Council held to discuss 
zoning issues. 

The city’s zoning ordinance, 
adopted in 1981, does not cur- 
rently allow special use per- 
mits. 

Under Perjak’s proposal, the 
council could grant businesses 
special use permits with a 
%4-majority vote of the City 
Plan Commission and the City 
Council. 

Perjak’s plan is in response 
to recent discussions about 
changing the city’s minimum 
area requirements in order to

Kim Mactaggert, 33, is a logi- 
cal choice to replace Miklovic, 
Cruse said. 

Cruse said the deputy comp- 
troller position was created to 
help the comptroller, and to 
keep the office operating if 
something happéned to the 
comptroller. When Miklovic quit, 
it helped prove the worth of hir- 
ing an assistant, Cruse said. 


“Tt was one of the smartest 
moves we made,’’ Cruse said. 

Hired as deputy comptroller in 
June 1986, Mactaggert said he 
would take the comptroller job if 
he gets a firm offer. 


“T enj very much working 
at home here in Granite City,” 
Mactaggert said Friday. ‘‘I’ve 
been here a year and Mr. Mik- 
lovic~has been very open with 
what’s going on with what he’s 
been doing.’ 

Cruse said he did not want 
Miklovic to leave. Miklovic, the 
city’s highest paid official at 
$42,000 per year, will make

Zoned currently MR-2 for 
multi-family dwellings, the 
Lakeshire area is served by the 
Pontoon Beach Water District 
and Metro East Sanitary Dis- 
trict, the proposal stated. 

The construction site for the 
new housing is not far from 
property discussed at the Aug. 
25 meeting. 

At that time, trustees upheld 
a recommendation by the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals to deny a 
special use permit to locate 
more than 100 mobile homes on 
property at 3860 Rodney Drive. 

James C. Green sought the 
permit, which was refused due 
to the possibility of future 
drainage and sewer problems 
in the area. 

Reinforcing the board’s deci- 
sion was the number of objec- 
tions heard from area residents 
concerned about possible lower- 
ing of property values, which 
they said would place a heavier 
burden-on community services 
and taxpayers with the addition 
of a large mobile home park. 

In other action, the board 
agreed to purchase two large 
aerial photographs of the Pon- 
toon Beach area for display in 
the board room and _ police 
department, at a cost of $177.

the %-majority require- 
ment. 

Perjak’s proposal would also 
include a- proyision requiring a 
site plan along with a special 
use petition. 

“They have to know to bring 
in a site plan to say exactly. 
what it (the business) is,” Per- 
jak said. She said her proposal 
would not rere, any property 
and would only grant tempo- 


rary permits. Under the tempo- 
rary permits, if a business 
moved out, the property would 


revert back to residential use. 

“It’s not a permanent rezon- 
ing,” Perjak said. She said the 
minimum area requirement 
would remain. 

Perjak said she has been 
against the use of “‘spot zon- 
ing’’ but considered the propos- 
al a temporary measure to 
make better use of vacant land 
while the council takes up the 
issue of residential and com- 
mercial zoning. 

The city has hired a tempo- 
rary employee to research 
sometimes conflicting zoning 
classifications in the city. Wor- 
then has said the city needs to 
redraw city zoning’ maps to 
clarify city zoning classifica- 
tions. 

A controversial proposal 
before the council to reclassify 
a block of Johnson Road, from 
Wabash Avenue to the Metro 
East Sanitary District drainage 
ditch, to neighborhood commer- 
cial from residential use was 
withdrawn. 

Property owners within the 
area, several of whom have 
been turned down for rezoning 
because of the minimum area 
requirement, could petition the 
council and the commission for 
a special use permit if Perjak’s 
proposal is adopted. 

City Attorney Mark Golden- 
berg was instructed to draft an 
ordinance for the council's con- 
sideration.

U.S. Sen: Paul Simon, D-Ill., 
has gone.to court with other law- 
makers~to ‘invoke the War Pow- 
ers Act-in’the military buildup in 
the Persian Gulf. 

He says ‘the introduction of 
U.S. warships to back up the 
reflagging of Kuwaiti oil tankers 
is another example of ‘‘letting 
military policy become foreign 
policy.’” 

Simon, former chairman of 
the Congressional Arms Control 
and Foreign Policy Caucus, 
called the reflagging decision 
in unfocused and increasingly 

Aangerous step that threatens to 
lead to deeper and deeper 
involvement in the Iran-Iraq war 
and ‘an escdlation of tension in 
the region.” 

He said newly disclosed Penta- 
gon plans to order more 
sweeping ‘ships to the Persian 
Gulf;-to creaté-a-special—com- 
mand to take charge of the 
growing U.S. military presence 
in the area, and to recommend 
“imminent, danger pay’’ for ser- 
vice personnel in the region are 
further; evidence that the admin- 
istration’ is skirting the intent of 
the War Powers Act.

armed forces ‘‘into hostilities or 
to situations where imminent 
involvement in hostilities is 
clearly indicated by circum- 
stances.”’ Within 60 days after 
the filing of .a report, the forces 
cannot remain deployed without 
congressional authorization.

‘Born in East L.A.’ dies on movie screen

Cheech and Chong have sold a 
lot of movie tickets in recent 
years. Cheech Marin and Tom- 
my Chong were the kingpins of 
djug-related humor. They used 
to be a big draw. 

The key phrase is ‘used to 
be” 

.The film industry's concern 
oyer the rise of drug abuse has 
caused it to become a leading 
opponent of the problem. So 
much for the acting careers of 
tfie’ Bud Abbott and Lou Costello 
of cocaine. 

So Marin has branched out on 
his own with a far different kind 
f film comedy called “Born in 

ast L.A.," a much gentler 
brand of humor that is based on 
Marin’s hit music video parody 
of the same title. 

The_ story, about an innocent 
American car stereo installer 
who is mistaken for an illegal 
alien and shipped back to Mexi- 
co, is good-natured enough but 
seriously lacking the manic 
mayhem that made his previous 
films so papular with a certain 
segment of the movie-going pub- 
lic. 

Although there is a lot of 
potential in the film, it is hardly 
ever fully realized.’ The laughs 

em overly plotted instead of 
free-flowing. Marin is uncharac- 
teristically respectable. 

“Born in East L.A.” tries to 
pul’ forth a serious message 
about the plight of migrant 
laborers fram Mexico and the 
poverty that illegally propels 
them into the United States. But 
this. motion picture is a poor 
vehicle in which to drive home

this point. Marin’s_ character, 
Rudy Robles, is a likable guy. 
But Marin plays him with an air 
of such innocent peuprty that 
the “‘message” gets lost in the 
silliness. 

Jan Michael-Vincent appears 
briefly in a nothing role as a 
rude immigration official. The 
role is So inane it made me won- 
der just how hard up for work 
Vincent might be these days. 

“Born in East L.A.’’ has a sol- 
id cast of capable supporting 
actors. There are even a few 
moments of agreeable laughter. 
But it isn’t enough, in my opin- 
ion, to merit a recommendation. 

One additional note. Universal 
Studios refrained from screening 
“Born in East L.A."* in advance 
for critics. That is usually a sign 
the studio is concerned it they 
have a turkey on their hands. 

In the case of ‘‘Born in East 
L.A.”’ their concerns are justi- 
fied.

The humor of Cheech Marin 
(who appears in ‘Born in East 
L.A.” without his partner Tom- 
my Chong), is allowed to run 
rampant in this witless and 
obnoxious chronicle lampooning 
the Mexico-United States illegal 
immigration difficulties. 

What amazed me is that 
despite the number of nitwits 
involved in this project, not one 
of them is even momentarily 
attractive. 

Marin wrote and directed 
“Born in East L.A.’’ with a role 
tailored to his dubious talents, 
that of an American citizen who 
forgets to carry proof of citizen- 
ship and finds himself broke and 
deported to Mexico. South of the 
border he is humiliated and 
abused by a couple. of Tijuana 
jailhouse guards and goon pris- 
oners, ‘an immigration official 
(Jan-Michael Vincent), and bor- 
der control officials who roam 
the hills looking for runaway 
Mexicans. 

The sophomoric humor is car- 
ried off at a high decibel level, 
with Marin fuming at his sudden 
run of bad luck. He curses the

day he was born and shrieks at 
telephone operators who demand 
money he in’t got to make a 
call home to a relative who's 
only half there, playing the ste- 
reo so loud he can’t hear Mar- 
in’s pleas for help. 

A majority of the action takes 
place in Tijuana, where Marin. 
finds work hustling customers 
inside one of those saloons prom- 
ising all manner of erotic 
delights along with cheap booze. 

The comedy premise is inane, 
insane and tiresome, with Marin 
barely surviving by ‘his wits. He 
endures the torments of pig-like 
homosexuals in his jail cell and 
later becomes involved with a 
Mexican girl who looks half his 
age (Kamala Lopez), but some- 
how finds him charming. 

Marin also helps a middle- 
aged woman rejoin her family in 
a single act of generosity during 
his south-of-the-border sojourn 
that does not redeem an other- 
wise dismal farce. 

The tedious characters run- 
ning amok are vile, slovenly, 
garrulous grotesques. Only the 
most tenacious Marin fan sitting 
through this imbecilic enterprise 
is likely to come away convinced 
that being mentally mauled in a 
movie theater somehow 
stretches the soul.

Little Jennifer Grey, the petite 
and talented daughter of film 
and stage star Joel Grey, is sen- 
sitive and convincing playing a 
young Jewish girl who experi- 
ences her first: serious brush 
with love while vacationing at a 
Catskill mountains resort hotel.

When you step inside the sanc- 
tuary of St. Jéseph’s Shrine on 
St. Louis’ near North Side, you 
gmight think you've somehow 
Smade a wrong turn and ended 
Sup in a church in Rome. 
= ‘The ornate baroque interior of 
Sthis lovely 143-year-old church 
“bears the distinct mark of hav- 
“ing been crafted by Italian arti- 
sans. In fact, the “Altar of 
Answered Prayer” is an exact 
replica of the one at the Jesuit 
Church in Rome.

St. Joseph’s has a long and 
interesting history, tightly inter- 
twined with that of St. Louis, 
“and it’s unique in that, according 
eto the Vatican, the only official 
miracle in the United States took 
place there. 

Currently, through the efforts 
of staunch supporters, the 
church has all but miraculously 
escaped the ‘‘heddache ball,” 
and through a careful restoration 
has been given a new lease on 
life. A visit to. the shrine and 
attached rectory is a wonderful 
opportunity for a family outing. 

When St. Joseph’s parish was 
founded by Jesuits in 1843, rapid- 
ly-growing St. Louis had become 
polarized into numerous ethnic 
communities, and St Joseph's 
was created for the benefit of 
German immigrants. One year 
later, on land donated by Anne 
Mullanphy Biddle, at what is 
now 1lith and Biddle, construc- 
tion of the church began. The 
first St. Joseph’s was a small 
neoclassical building with a sin- 
gle spire over the narthex. 

St. Joseph’s has been three 
different churches, but none has 
ever been torn down, ‘according 
to John Holzhauer, who is on the 
board of the Friends of St. 
Joseph’s Shrine. Holzhauer , vol- 
unteers his time to help main-

had been struck in the chest by 
machinery and was severely 
injured. The injury refused to 
heal and he developed tuberculo- 
sis. His death seemed imminent. 
Strecker’s wife learned of ser- 
vices to be conducted at -the 
church for the beatification of 
Peter Clavor, an 18th centu 
Jesuit missionary to Sout 
America who devoted his-life to 
aiding blaek slaves. He was 
the ‘‘slaye of slaves,”’ Hol- 
zhauer said. 


The injured Strecker was tak- 
en to the services, kissed a relic 
of Clavor and was immediatel: 
cured, He returned to his wo 
two weeks later and lived anoth- 
er 20 years, surviving his first 
wife, marrying a second, and 
raising a second family, Hol- 
zhauer said. 

News of the miracle brought 
throngs of new worshipers to St. 
Josep: Additional space was 
needed, so a large nave was 
built, in a north-south direction 
this time, using the original 
church as the narthex. 

Five years later, another inci- 
dent occurred that’ many believe 
to be a second miracle. This 
time a cholera epidemic was 
sweeping the city, killing hun- 
dreds. Members of St. Joseph’s 
petitioned the saint to intercede. 
Not one church member was 
stricken, and as a result, the 
ornate “Altar of Answered 
Prayer” was added. 

In its heyday, St. Joseph par- 
ish families numbered 800, but 
as time passed, and prosperous 
St. Louisans moved farther west, 
membership declined. By 1950 
only 20 families remained, and 
the school, which had taught as 
many as 1,300 students using the 
German language, was closed. 


When the church flourished, 
nine Jesuit priests lived in the 
rectory. They departed in 1965, 
and the St. Louis Archdiocese 
consolidated St. Joseph’s into a 
parish that also included nearby 
churches St. Patrick’s and Our 
Lady of Help of Christians. The 
two were demolished in the 
1970s, along with the former bus- 
tling St. Joseph’s school. St. 
Joseph's church, which had 
reached shrine status, would 
have gone the same route had it 
not been for Friends of the love- 
ly old edifice. 

When -the Archdiocese pro- 
posed rebuilding St. Patrick’s, at 
a cost of $750,000, supporters of 
St. Joseph’s felt the money 
might be better spent restoring 
their church, Holzhauer said. 
But the Archdiocese was not and 
is not interested in preserving 
the old church, he added, and in 


1979, construction on the new St. 
Patrick’s began. 

Still another blow to St. 
Josep! h’s came that same year 
Shear: théjlast remaining resi- 
dent, the ‘Rev. Edward Filipiak, 
was murdered by teenage rob- 
bers. 

This could have been the end 
of St. Joseph’s, but instead pro- 
vided the needed impetus to get 
a restoration project under way. 
The Archdiocese offered the 
church to its Friends for two 
successive five-year leaSes. And 
although the Archdiocese would 
retain control of liturgical use, 
the Friends would be responsible 
for maintenance and restoration. 
Friends set out to raise $1.5 mil- 
lion for the work, and architect 
Ted Wofford of the architectural 
firm of Murphy, Downey, 
Wofford and Richman offered 
his time as consultant. 

Today, much of the restoration 
work has been completed, and 
the church again sparkles as it 
must have when it was new, 
more than 100 years ago. The 
12-room Victorian rectory also 
has undergone a face lift, and 
has been returned to its 1850 ele- 
gance. It is furnished largely 
with period pieces. 

Mass, conducted by St. Pat- 
rick’s priests, is said at 11 a.m. 
each Sunday, and services are 
held at St. Joseph’s on holy 
days. Choral concerts also are 
occasionally held there, includ- 
ing performances by the Bach 
Society and the Symphony Choir, 
Holzhauer said.
